Rev, W. H. Baines Broadcasts. 
“Religion Under Fire” was the title 
of a brondcast {rcm ‘London last night 
by Rev. H. W. Baines who waa As- 
sistant Chaplain. of St John’s 
Cathedral from 1934 to 1939. He re- 
turned to England and became vicar 
of the Church of St Nicholas’ Red~ 
ford, about’ two miles from Coven- 


try. 


St Nicholas’ was one of the many 
destroyed in the attack on the benu- 
tiful English city. Mr Baines spoke 
in gencral on the effect the bombard- 
ment of places af worship has had 
on the people and the new bond of 
fellowship It has created among all 


classes. 


Less thon a week after the worst 
rofd, a newspaper reporter who was. 
taking down the list of services for 
the followlng Sunday expressed sure 
prise at the number. 

“Churches have been destroyed but 

‘the’ spirit of Christ still lives," Mr 
Baines sald. He went on to describe 
some of the scenes he had witnessed 
after the devastation, where touching 
examples of hospitality were . shown 
by the lucky .to the unlucky; met 
and women were seen rushing to save 
the lives of others regardless of their 
own safety; young inexperienced 
girls were going among the wounded 


which would have made experienced 
nurses. shudder. « « 

Mr Baines spoke of a house where « 
every inch of floor space was taken 
and one hardly knew who were the 
hosts and who the guests; all this has 
helped to develop a fine spirit of 
icllowship. 

When his church across the road 
was destroyed o little girl suggested 
that he should erect a cross on the 
ruins. This, was done ond as he. 
stood and looked across the road at 
the cross standing’ on’ the henp of 
debris, men and women would come 
across to him and offer a hand of 
sympathy. 

The bombing had brought realisa- 
tlon to many of what they had lost 
by the churches .belng bombed,

Baines who was As- 
sistant Chaplain ‘of St John's 
Cathedral ‘from 1934 to 1939... He re- 
turned to England and became vicar 
of the Church of St Nicholas Red- 
ford, avout two miles from Coven- 
try.

St Nicholas’ was one of the many 
destroyed in the attack on the beau- 
ti{ul English city. Mr Balnes spoke 
in general on the effect the bombard- 
ment of places of worship has hid 
on the people and the new bond of 
fellowship it has created among all 
classes.
